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This Index embraces, inclusively, all issues 
from May 1948 (the first under the present 
editorial policy) through December 1957. 
References are by year, month and page of 
issue, in that order; thus, the entry 1954 
Aug. 77, 102 refers to pages 77 and 102 of the 
August 1954 issue. The Index consists of three 
independent parts, each of them alphabet- 
ically arranged: 


I. Author Index lists, in addition to all 
authors of articles, the writers of signed book 
reviews. Where a contributor comes under 
both these categories, he is listed separately 
under each. 


Il. Title Index lists, besides all article titles, 
signed book reviews, under both titles and 
authors of books. It does not include regular 
departmental features such as “The Amateur 
Scientist’ and “Science and the Citizen.” 


III. Subject Index lists all subjects (includ- 
ing persons, institutions and places) treated 
in the actual text of (a) the articles and (b)

“Science and the Citizen.” It also contains a 
reference or two to the general subject matter 
(not the title) of each signed book review. 
Other departments are not covered. Titles 
and authors appear here only coincidentally, 
when they happen to have received textual 
treatment. 


The following notes on the organization of 
the Subject Index may assist in its more effec- 
tive use. 

(a) When an entry refers to an entire article 
(or to most of its pages), it gives the opening 
page of the article followed by an asterisk 
(e.g., 1954 Aug. 77°). The best way, therefore, 
of finding a comprehensive treatment of the 
subject is to begin by looking up such starred 
references. The fact that all references are 
dated should also have value for anyone in- 
terested in a particular, dated development 
of his subject. 

(b) To avoid overcrowding subject listings 
of very broad scope with so many references 
that their practical utility would be reduced 
—and to do this without sacrificing any pos-

sibly useful references—this Index makes 
extended use of the device of cross-referencing. 
Subjects are primarily listed under their most 
reasonably specific aspect consistent with the 
text, and should be so sought. Thus a listing 
like Biochemistry, which might have carried 
hundreds of references, will be found instead 
to consist mostly of cross references to various 
subclassifications and particular applications. 
This may indeed sometimes leave a general 
subject listing denuded of all but a few rela- 
tively unimportant or not otherwise classifiable 
references. But between the general listing 
and its cross references the broadest subject 
will be found exhaustively covered. 

(c) The number of cross references is in turn 
somewhat reduced by still another device, 
which is equally biased in favor of the specific 
and concrete. This has to do with the choice 
of names under which subjects are listed. For 
example, the listing Insects is preferred to that 
of Entomology. Among other advantages, this 
permits the general subject to be broken down 
into a closely grouped series of subheads of 
more or less entomological interest (e.g., In- 
sects, behavior; Insects, genetics; Insects, 


hormones; Insects, pests; etc.), their juxtaposi- 
tion making mutual cross-referencing unneces- 
sary. Of course, such subdivisions are dictated 
by the textual content and are in no sense an 
attempt at the logical subclassification of the 
science concerned. Nor do they eliminate even 
more specific listings elsewhere in the Index, 
e.g., Ants, Bees, Drosophila, Wasps. From all 
the foregoing, the searcher is advised to look 
up his subjects under the most specific terms 
compatible with his immediate interest. 

(d) Listings are always in rigidly alphabeti- 
cal order. Hence logically (or philologically) 
related subjects may sometimes be separated: 
e.g., the proper name Sunderlin falls between 
Sun and Sunflower, and Sunspots comes even 
later. Note, incidentally, that common-noun 
subjects are usually listed in the plural, e.g., 
Birds, Stars, Mice (not Mouse). 

(e) Institutional names—of universities, 
foundations, government bureaus, commercial 
companies, etc. — are indexed only when they 
are subjects of reference in their own right 
and not when they are mentioned in the text 
merely for the purpose of identifying asso- 
ciated persons.
